Enquiries on Items of Mail, D-F. 1600

A ilarge percentage of enquiries received by the Inspection Branch in respect of individual 
items of mail are received direct from members of the public and do not contain sufficient in- 
formation on which to base an enquiry. The result of this is that the person enquiring has to he 
communicated with and asked to furnish the necessary information. This gives rise to serious 

_ delays. 
All enquiries should be made through the local Postmaster and should furnish the follow- 
ing information: 
1. The name of the office at which the item concerned was posted. 
2. The date and hour of posting. ‘ 
3. The name and address of the sender. ‘ 
4. The name and address of the address2e. 
5. A description of the item—e.g., ordinary letter, registered letter, ordinary parcel, 
insured parcel, etc. 
The registered or insured number if any. 
A description of the contents. 
8. The record of despatch of the item. 
If the enquiry is made by an addressee who cannot furnish all the above informatian ha a= 
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she should be advised to communicate with the sender, advise non-receipt and ask the sender to 
initiate an enquiry at the office of posting. Such information as is available may, however, be 
collected and forwarded to the Chief Inspector who will make such investigation as is possible. 
Printed enquiry forms are being sent forward to all offices, together with instructions for 
their use. 
Postmasters will please notify the public accordingly. 


Return of Mail to Senders or to Dead Letter Office. D.F. 1000 


Postmasters are reminded that items of mail which remain in their offices unclaimed for a 
period of thirty days should be forwarded to the Dead Letter Office, G.P.O., St. John’s, for return 
to the sender. Local items on which the address of the sender is shown may be returned direct 
to the sender. All foreign items must be forwarded to the Dead Letter Office except those on 
which Customs Duty has been charged. These must be handled in accordance with Accounting 
instructions. Items which are refused by the addressees should be returned immediately and not 
held for thirty days. 

The reason for the return of the item, i.e. “Unclaimed”, “Refused”, etc., must in all cases 
be shown on the cover. ; 


ACCOUNTING 


Collection of Radio Licence Fees for 1947, D.F. 4010 


All Radio’Licences issued during 1946 expire on the 31st December. 

Postmasters at Money Order Offices should send out Cards (Form No. 1253) to all persons 
operating Receiving Sets in their district. Full instructions are given on page 1564 of the Post 
Office Circular of the 14th February, 1946. 


Postmasters at Non-Money Order Offices are also spy sl to the same page of the SEES a 


for instructions on the collection of Radio Licence fees. 

The date of expiration of licences during 1947 should be shown on the licence as the 31st 
December, 1947. 5 

Efforts should be made to collect licenre fees on every Radio Receiving Set operating in the : 
districts served by each Post ‘Office. 


Special Allowance for Radio Licence Collections, D.F. 4012 E 


The Chief Accountant has advised that many Postmasters have not yet submitted claims for 
Radio Licences collected for the period of six months from the lst January, 1946, to the 30th June 
1946, in accordance with instructions issued at page 1574 of the Post Office Circular and subse- 
quent issues of the Circular. 

Postmasters who have not already made claims should Brea vouE to submit their claims 
immediately. 

It should be noted that claims for the period 1st July, 1946, to 31st December, 1946, are now 
due and should be submitted as early as possible in order to have all claims paid before the 31st 
March, 1947, that is, the end of the fiscal year.

ENTRY OF UNAUTHORIZED PZRSONS INTO POST OFFICES 
D.F. 3001

It has come to notice that unauthorized persons have been entering Post Offices with or 
without the permission of the official in charge. This is a Gefinite breach of the postal regula- 
tions and must cease. Secretary’s Circular No. 1 in this connection is repeated for the in- 


formation of all Postal officials:— 
Circular No. 1. Entry of unauthorized persons into the Department of Posts and Telegraphs: 


“The entry of persons other than officers of the Department duly authorized, or bearing 
authority in writing from the Secretary of the Department of Posts and Telegraphs, into ail 
Telegrapa Offices or Travelling Post Offices, and in Post Offices other than on the public side, is 
strictly prohibited. 

“Any Cftficial of the Department, who allows an unauthorized person to contravene this

Issuing of Money Orders, D.F. 40060 


Considerable delay is being experienced in effecting payment of Money Orders due to 
discrepancies appearing between the amount in words and the amount in figures and, in some 
cases, between the Order and the Coupon Advice. 

Postmasters should ensure that the fig:ire words and figures agree in both the Order and 
Advice as well as with the marginal cut before handing the order to the remitter. ; 


Accounting Instructions for Use of New Duty Account, No. 1416 
D.F. 4006. 


Effective 1st January, ‘1947, Duty Account Form No. 1416 will be used by all Duty 
Accounting Offices instead of the spaces provided on General Account Forms 1016 and 1020. 

Commencing with the first term report jin January all entries for duty will be shown oan 
the new form; the space formerly used on Forms 1016 for Money Order Offices and 1020 for 
Non-Money Order Offices will be left blank. 

The full details of all Duty Parcel transactions are to be shown in the spaces provided for 
this purpose on the back of the form; the totals of each space to be entered on the face of the 
report. The Duty Account Report will be forwarded with other reports as at present. 

The present General Account Form will continue to be used until all forms in stock are 
used up. In the next printing the space for Duty Parcel entries will be celeted. 

The above-instructions were mailed with the new Duty Account form early in the new year. 

Despite these instructions certain offices are, apparently, using these forms to replace 
the present duty remittance form. The following offices sent these forms to the Cashier 
accompanied by a remittance on duty but without the usual remittance form:

If Postmasters will read the instructions again they will see that Form No. 1416 must 
accompany other Account Forms as at present. Account Forms are addresssed to the Accountant 
and must not be sent to the Cashier with remittances.

Radio Licence Collections, D.F. 4010 


Postmasters are reminded that Radio Licence fees for the year 1947 are now due and 
every effort must be made to collect fees from owners of Radio receiving sets. When Licences 
are being renewed Postmasters should ask the name of the owner of the set and the licence 
should be made out in the name of that person. If the licence was paid in the name of John 
Brown in 1946, the renewal for 1947 should also be made out to John Brown. The failure to 
secure the name of the owner has caused considerable inconvenience to the staff in the Accounts 
Branch and also annoyance to the licencee.

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i. TELEGRAPHS 
Telegraph Statistics on Monthly Traffic Reports, D.F. 3034 


It appears that many Postmasters are experiencing difficulty in preparing their Monthly 
- Traffic Reports, especially in regard to the section dealing with Telegraph eRrachic: 

After “Received over Counter for Despatch” should be shown the number of telegrams 
received in the office to be sent, including ordinary and pink telegrams. After “Delivered” 
should be shown ordinary and pink telegrams which have been delivered in the settlement. After 
“Sent” will be shown the same number of telezrams that were shown in the column “Received 
over Counter for Despatch” and after “Received” the same number as shown after “Delivered.” 
These columns should agree as it is presupposed that all telegrams received for Despatch were 
sent and that all telegrams received were delivered. 

In the “Repeated” column will be shown all teiegrams feet were received over telephone 
or telegrapn for despatch over telephone or telegraph. The repeated items should not be shown 
in the “Sent” and “Received” columns. Repeated items are separate and distinct from sent and 
received and have a different unitary value. 

While it is necessary to know the number of Priority sent and received separate from 
Crdinary telegrams, the figures under Priority must be included in “Received’”’ over Counter for 
Despatch”, “Delivered”, “Sent”, and “Received.” 


Service with Cyrenaica, D.F. 1306 


Advice has been received that telegrams are again acceptable to Cyrenaica. Telegrams must 
be in plain language. Telegrams for places other than Benghazi and Denna are posted beyond 
Benghazi and are at senders risk. Rates are the same as for Tripoli.

Officials are reminded that they must not leave their Offices o 
approval of the Staff Clerk. It has been observed that some Postmasters have ignored this re- 
gulation anc have taken leave without authority. In futuer such leave will be considered as 
absence without leave and payment of salary will be discontinued for the period’ of absence. In 
eddition disciplinary action may be taken against the official or officials concerned. 

All officials at Telegraph and Non-telegraph Offices must repart the date of commence- 
moent af leave and the date of resumption of duty. 


MAILS 
Insufficienily Prepaid Postage, D.F. 1400 


It has been noticed that many items of mail are received without sufficient postage. This 
applies particularly:in regard to air mails. Many items have been posted’ and despatched weigh- 
ing in excess of a half aunce but to which postaze for only a half ounce had been affixed. In 
acdition to the loss of revenue this shows negligence on the part of Postmasters and other 
cfficials through whose hands these items pass in the course of handling. Where an item is 
insufficiently prepaid, it should be taxed in accordance with instructions which have been issued 
in the Past Office Circular from time to time. Air mails should be sent by surface means if in- 
sufficiently prepaid.

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AIR MAIL RATES, D.F. 1713 


Postmasters are reminded that the Air Mail Rate to the United States of America has been 
increased to 10 cents per each half ounce as from the Ist January, 1947. The rate ta, Canada 
remains at seven cents per half aunce. 

Where air mail has been posted at an office addressed to the U.S.A. and stamps ta the 
value of seven cents only have been affixed, the item should be forwarded as an ordinary letter, 
except where it is possible to identify the sende> end contact may be made ta have the additional 
postage affixed. 


DESPATCH OF REGISTERS, D.F. 1005 


Evidence of carelessness on the part of some Postmasters in dealing with registered mail, 
is still being brought to notice. The despatch of registered mail without proper record points to 
that degree of carelessness which cannot be allowed to continue and Postmasters, guilty of such 
carelessness, must ensure that proper. record of the depatch of registers is kept at their offices. 


GIFT PARCELS TO ROUMANIA, D.F: 1306 


A gift parcel post service from the United Kingdom to Roumania has now been introduced, 
subject to the following conditions: 
(1) Limit of weight twenty-two pounds. te 
(2) Gnly one parcel weekly from the same sender fo the same addressee.

Yo Addresses in Newfoundland 

Letters containing coin addressed to places within Newfoundland must be sent by 
registered post. If detected in the ordinary mail they must be compulsorily registered and 
taxed the amount of the registration fee. 
To Addresses Abroad. : 

The regulations do not permit of the enclosing of coin in letters to addresses abroad. 
If any such letter is detected in the mail it must, if. the name and address of the sender is 
shown, be returned to the sender endorsed: “Reiurned.

Air Letter Forms, D.F. 4700 


It has come to notice that the blue Air Letter Form which is being used to a great extent 
for communication with the United Kingdom, is being supplied to mailers in excessive 
quantities. The present position is such as to make it most difficult to secure adequate stocks 
of this form and as they are supplied free of charge indiscriminate distribution results in there 
being short supplies for offices at which forms are required for general use, as well as in increased 
cost to the country generally. 

Postmasters must see that greater care is taken in the distribution of Air Letter Forms. 
No customer should be allowed more forms than he actually requires and any tendency to- 
wards wastage should be discouraged in every way. 


Air Mail Rate from United Kingdom to Newfoundland, D.F 1713 


The United Kingdom Post Office Administration advise that the air postage rate from 
the United Kingdom to Newfoundland has been fixed at one shilling per 14 ounce ‘or letters 
and six pence each for post cards. The rate on air letters from the United Kingdom to New- 
foundland remains at six pence. 


Delivery of Governraent Cheques, D.F. 1000 


It has come to notice that a cheque, issued by the Department of Public Health and 
Welfare for an allowance to a Widow, was delivered by a Postmaster who was fully aware 
that the person had re-married and therefore no longer entitled to a widows allowance.

Cheques, D.F. 4006 


The Cashier reports that considerable inconvenience and trouble is caused by Post- 


masters failing io observe a few simple points in regard to cheques which are included in 
remittances, : 

For the guidance of officials the followinz points should be borne in mind when dealing 
with cheques: : 

(a) First and most important is the fact that each and every official who accepts cheques 
from the public in return payment of postage, duty, etc., does so at his own risk, The 
Postmaster is held responsible for any cheque, remitted by him, which may be refused for 
any reason by the Bank on which it is drawn. It is suggested that for the Postmaster’s 
protection cheques should not be accepted unless certified by the Bank. 

(b) The amount in figures and figure words must agree. 

(c) The endorsement must be exactly the sam2 as the name shown on cheque. 

(d) Cheques drawn on Outport banks and sent to St. John’s are liable to discount of one tenth 
of 1% (minimum discount of 10 cents). Only cheques in excess of $100.00 the discount will 
exceed 10 cents. Full particulars regarding discounts on cheques will be found at page 
1475 of the Post Office Circular. 

(¢) Endorsement 0% cheques by persons unable to write should be made by the person making 
an “X” and have the endorsement witnessed by two persons who should write their names 
in full and show their addresses. 

(f) Cheques from firms requiring the signature of two members of the firm must not be 
accepted unless both signatures are shown. 

(g) Stamps must be affixed to cheques. For amounts up to $99.99. three cents are required and 
$100.00 and over five cent stamp.

Treatment of C.O.D’s at Of fice of Delivery, D.F. 1016 


Unnecessary inconvenience is being caused through failure of some Postmasters to comply 
with regulations governing the delivery of C.O.D. parcels, which are again repeated in part fer 
the benefit of those guilty of this misdemeanour: 

“The number of days during which a C.O.D. parcel may be retained at the office of 
delivery is seven. After that, if not delivered the parcel should be returned to the office of 
mailing.” 

Full instructions governing C.O.D’s at office of delivery may be found on page 66 of the 
Post Office Circular, dated 11th March, 1937. ; 


Re-forwarding of Misassorted Mail, D.F. 1506 


There appears to be a laxity on the part of some Postmasters to re-forward, by the 
foliowing mail, any misassorted mail that may be received at their office. This results in both 
unnecessary enquiries and delay. 

An Inspector recently discovered twelve parcels at a Post Cffice which had been on 
hand over a period of months which the Postmaster had neglected to re-despatch to the correct 
office of destination. : 

Apart from the inconvenience caused to the ijaddressees, considerable junnecessary en- 
quiries, from both the Accounts Branch and Inspection Branch, were made in connection with 
these parcels. The attention of all o%ficials is therefore called to the important procedure of 
re-despatching any misassorted mail immediately. z 


Newfoundland Government Bulletin, D.F. 30394 


The Public Relations Officer of the Commission of Government issues a monthly bulletin 
which is transmitted to persons all over Newfoundland. Reports received from cifferent Post 
Offices would indicate that a number of these bulletins are addressed to persons who are de- 
ceased or who have left their native settlements. ; 

All Postmasters should, upon receipt of the Government Bulletin, make a list of those 
which are undeliverable showing after each name the reason why the items cannot be delivered 
This list should be forwarded to the Public Relations Officer, Commission of Government, S: 
John’s, Newfoundland. A copy should be kept on file at the Post Office concerned and another 
copy sent to the Chief Inspector, Department. oi Posts and Telegraphs, St. John’s. 
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Enquiries and Complaints Relative to Items of Mail, D.F. 1600 


In order to facilitate and accelerate the handling of enquiries and complaints in respect of 
items of mail, and to ensure that sufficient information is supplied with each enquiry made, the 
Department has introduced special enquiry and complaint forms which will be distributed to 
all Post Offices. : 

A notice is being published in the press and broadcast over the radio advising the public 
of this and asking that persons wishing to make enquiry or complaint do so at their local Post 
Office. Copies of this notice are being forwarded to all Post Offices to be exhibited in the public 
lobby. These notices must be exhibited in a prominent place and when they become disfigured 
fresh copies should be requisitioned from the Controller of Stores. 

There are, at present, three forms, namely:— 

Ferm No. 1411—“Enquiry respecting a Registered or Insured item of mail.” 5 

Form No. 1412—“Particulars to be furnished in case of an enquiry in respect of an ordinary 
(unregistered) item of mail.” 

Form No. 1415—“Complaint of delay in delivery of an item of mail.” 


Enquiries respecting the failure in delivery of an item of mail should be normally made 
by the sender at the office of posting. Should such enquiry be made by an addressee every effort 
should be made to obtain the full particulars required. The addressee should be informed that 
before the enquiry can be proceeded with the matter must be referred to the Post Office at which 
the item was posted through the Headquarters of this Department and, if the item originated 
outside of Newfoundland, through the Head Office of the other Post Office Administration 
concerned. He should be further advised that the enquiry would be facilitated were he to write 
the sender and ask him to make enquiry at the o‘fice of posting. If, however, the addressee 
wishes to make the enquiry himself all possible particulars should be taken and the pe bale 
forwarded to the Chief Inspector, G.P.O., St. John’s. 

The forms are, on the face of them, self explanatory but, for the additional guidance of 
Postmasters, brief instructions as to their use are given bélow:— 


A.—FORM NO. 1411: 
Enquiry respecting a Registered or Insured item ef mail 

This form is for use in connection with the failure in delivery of a Registered or Insured 
Item. Postmasters should study carefully the instructions at the foot of the front of the form. 
When completed, as far as possible at the office at which the enquiry is made, the form must 
be forwarded to the Chief Inspector. The form should be completed in duplicate and one copy re- 
tained on the Postmasters files. Upon completion of tne enquiry its result will be communicated 
to the complainant through the Postmaster at which o“fice the enquiry was made. 

As C.O.D. parcels are insured this form is for use in connection with such parcels. 
Enquiries in connection with C.O.D. parcels should show the C.O.D. value and the insured value. 


B.—FORM NO. 1412 : 
Particulars to be furnished in case of an enquiry in respect of an ordinary 
-(unregistered) item of mail. : 

As in the case of Form No. 1411, all possible particulars should be provided and the form 
sent by first mail from the Post Office at which the enquiry is made to the Chief Inspector. It 
must a'so be prepared in duplicate. 

Persons making enquiries in respect of ordinary items should be advised that as no record 
is kept of such items it is extremely difficult t> trace them. They should be informed that the 
Lepartment cannot normally accept liability in respect of ordinary items and advise them to send 
items of value by registered or insured mail. 


C.—FORM. NO. 1415 
Complaint of de'ay in delivery of an item of mail. : 

Tnis form is for use in connection with delays only. In all cases the cover or wrapper ot 
the item concerned should, if at all possible, be forwarded with the complaint to the Chief 
Inspector. Complainants should be advised that in the absence of the cover it is impossible to 
determine the cause of the delay or the office at which it occurred. 

Damage. No ‘orm is, as yet, available for use in case of complaints of damage. A form 
for this purpose will be sent forward in due course. In the meantime Postmasters receiving 


complaints relative to damage to an item of mail shculd write the Chief Inspector giving the 
following particulars:—

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(1) Nature of article. 

(2) Was it registered, insured or C.O.D.? 
(3) Number, if any? 

(4) Insured and/or C.O.D. value. 

(5) Actual contents and value. 

(6) Where posted. 

(7) Date of Posting. 

(8) Name and address of sender. 
(9) Name and address of addressee. 
(10) Date of delivery. 

(11) Outward condition of parcel when received at office of delivery. 
(12) Cutward condition of parcel when delivered. = 

(13) Was the complaint made at the time of delivery? 

(14) If not, when was it made? 

(15) Nature of damage. 

(16) Value of damage. 

(17) Description of container in which article packed. 

The Department cannot accept liability 1n respect of damage unless it can be clearly 
shown that such damage was caused by mishandling in the Service and was in no way con- 
tributed to by faulty or inadequate packing. In such cases liability may be accepted in respect 
of Registered or Insured items but only in most exceptional circumstances may liability be 
accepted in respect of ordinary items. In no circumstances will liability be accepted in respect 
of items which were in outwardly good condition when delivered. ‘Complainants should b2 
advised accordingly. 

In ail cases of complaints of damage the cover or wrapper must accompany the complaint 
and the Postmaster must see the damaged item in order to be in a position to certify the 
correctness of the statements made. ‘ 

Replies to all enquiries and complaints will be made through the Postmasters through 
whom they were made.

, MAILS 
Reporting Short Payment of Postage on Parcels, D.F. 1704 


Postmasters at distribution offices and Mail Officers on the Railway and Steamships 
should scrutinize all local parcels passing through their hands and weigh all suspected of not 
being fully prepaid. Short payment of postage results in a loss of revenue to the Department and 
special attention should be given to this matter. 

A list of short paid parcels, showing the offices of posting. the mame and address of the 
addressee, the weight of the parcel, the amount due to have been paid in respect of Insurance and 
C.O.D. fees, if any, the total postage paid and the amount due, should be forwarded to the Chief 
Accountant for oer to the office of origin. Special attention should be paid to C.O.D. and 
Insured Parcels. 

As in practically every case parcels are posted over the counter and weighed by the official 
before stamps are affixed; there can be no excuse for the acceptance of parcels which are short 
paid in postage. All parcels must be weighed cither at the time o2 acceptance or at the time of 
posting. Should a-parcel which for some reason beyond the control of the Postmaster was not 
weighed at the time of posting be found to be short-paid, the sender should be notified accord- 
ingly and.advised that the parcel will not go forward until the deficiency is made good. 

In future Postmasters will be chraged with the amount of postage found to be short or 
any parcel originating at their offices. i

Postal Service to Germany, D.F. 1306 - 


With reference to the notice appearing on nage !474 of the Post Office Circular of the 
13th March, 1947, it is notified that the maximum weight of letters and letters packets to all parts 
of Germany is now one pound. Letters may be sent by air or surface means. Business com- 
munications must be confined to ascertaining facts and exchanging information.

TELEGRAPHS 
Ship-Shore Radio Telephone Service, D.F. 2640 


Serious interference with the Ship-Shore Radio Telephone and other services has been; 
caused by ships using their Radio-Telephone apparatus whilst in Newfoundland ports and, in 
some instances, masters of vessels have refused to carry out the request of the local Post- 
master or the Officer-in-Charge of the R/T Coast Station which serves the area, that such illegal 
transmission should cease immediately. 

The operation of R/T or W/T apparatus by ships whilst in any port, except for communica- 
tlon with the shore when it is impossible to do so by boat or otherwise, is a breach of the 
International Convention governing the operation of apparatus on board ship. 

In view of the serious consequences which may result from this practice, any repetition 
on the part of vessels registered in Newfoundland may -compel this Department to cancel the 
licence of the ships involved without further notice. 

A copy of this letter has been sent to the masters of all vessels licensed in this country 
and Postmasters should report to the Secretary any infringement which may come to their notice.

Counterfeit Currency, D.F. 300 


The United States Secret Service, Treasury Department, has announced the discovery ofa 
new counterfeit $5.00 Federal Reserve note in circulation. This note bears a green Treasury seal 
and the insignia of the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “D” face 
plate number 168, back plate number 1622, and series 1934 B. This note is deceptive. Specimens 
to date bear same serial (K42258596 B). Prefix letter should be “G” instead of “K” in Treasury 
seal, “U” in Thesaur is narrow and distorted. On back, small word “five” in lathe-work just above 
“a” in America shows two lines in green through letter “F.” Note bears facsimile signatures of 
W. A. Julian and Fred M. Vinson. Paper shows no evidence of coloured fiber. 

Postmasters are warned that particular care must be exercised to guard against the 
acceptance of these counterfeit notes. 


Am Pareel Post Service to»U:S:A.; D-F. 1723 


On the lst May, 1947, a Parcel Post Service by air mail between Newfoundland and the 
United States will be introduced. Parcels for transmission by this service -will be flown from 
Gander to New York and distributed *rom New York by surface means. 

The rate of postage on parcels sent by air to the U.S.A. will be 90c. for the first pound or 
fraction of a pound and 60c. for each additional pound or fraction of a pound. For example: Th2 
postage on a parcel weighing 4 ounces will be 90c. The postage on a parcel weighing one pound 
and one ounce will be $1.50 and so on. fee 

The limit of weight is 15 pounds for any one parcel. 

Postmasters must weigh every parcel for transmission by air very carefully to ensure that 
the full postage has been paid. These parcels will be weighed again at the despatching of‘ice and 
if they are not fully prepaid will be sent forward by surface means. 

Parcels for despatch to the U.S.A. by air should be sent from the office e posting to St. 
John’s or Gander. Postmasters should use their own discretion in this connection and. send 
Parcels to the place of despatch which they are likely to reach most quickly. For example: A 
parcel for despatch by air mail for connection with the S.S. Northern Ranger when that ship 
is enroute to Corner Brook should bé sent for jespatch to Gander. A parcel mailed for connection 
With the S.S. Northern Ranger when that ship !s enroute to St. John’s should be sent for des- 
patch to St. John’s. Where there are not sufficiént air parcels to warrant a separate bag parcels 
should be despatched to the R.P.O. as at present 

All parcels despatched by air should have air mail stickers affixed. 

The following notice should be copied neatly in ink and posted on the public side of the 
office for information of the public: 

NOTICE 
The Department of Posts and Telegrapts announces the introduction of an Air Parcel 


. Post Service from Newfoundland to the U.S.A. The service will commence on the lst May, 


1947. 

The rates will be 90c. for the first pound cr fraction thereof and 60c. for each additional 
pound or fraction thereof with a limit of weight of 15 pounds for any one parcel. 

All parcels will be carefully weighed before despatch and those upon which postage has 
not been fully prepaid will be routed by surface means. 

Parcels for transmission by air may be insured under the same conditions and at the same 
rates as apply to the insurance of parcels tran’mitted by surface means. 

Conveyance by air will be only between Gander and New York, N.Y. Beyond New York 
air parcels will be conveyed to their destinations within the U.S.A. by surface means and the 
U.S. Administration advises that it is probable ‘hat this service will be given the same expeditious 
despatch az is accorded to first class mails. Und2r present conditions parcels sent by air from 
Newfoundland to the U.S.A. should arrive at their destintiori at least six days earlier than would 
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parcels sent by surface means and under present sea transport conditions the time saved may be 
considerably greater than six days. << ee 

The introduction of this service in no way affects the existing air mail service for corres- 
pondence prepaid at the letter rate of 10c. per half ounce.

POST OFFICE ROBBERIES, D.F. 3001 


There is a tendency during the summer season for Postmasters to exercise less vigilance 
in the protection of their premises with the result that robberies and thefts are sometimes 
committed which might be avoided with a little extra care. 

Postmasters will, therefore, please careZully observe the following instructions: 

1. Doors and windows of Post Office premises should be carefully locked and bolted at night. 

Post Office valuables must bé given maximum protection at all times, but particularly after 

the office is closed for the day. If there is a safe on the premises these valuables should be 

placed therein. - : E 

-3. Attention is particularly directed to- the fact that if investigation following a robbery dis- 
closes that sufficient protection was not accorded Post Office valuables, either through care- 
lessness or indifference, the Postmaster may be required to make good any loss involved. 

4. In all cases where a robbery has been committed the Postmaster should immediately report 
it by wire to the Secretary and notify the police.

Remittances, .D.F. 4006 


Postmasters are reminded that a remittance forms must be enclosed with each re- 
mittance to the Cashier. If there are three or four remittances, each remittance must have a 
separate remittance form enclosed. _ . 

The remittance forms must show all the necessary particulars, such as the name of the 
office, date, amount of cash remitted and signature of the Postmaster (not initials) and the 
account to which the remittance is to be credited. ~ ; 

; With the approach of the leave season when Postmasters will be working at other than 
their own offices as relief, care should be exercised when preparing the remittance slips to 
ensure that the correct office is shown. For Example: -If the Postmistress at Bay Bulls is re- 
lieving at Clarke’s Beach, there is a natural tendency for her to show Bay Bulls on the remit- 
tance slip. The remittance would then be credited at Head Office to Bay Bulls and would 
create considerable difficulty in accounting. 

After all remittances to the Cashier have been made up in the usual manner and placed 
in the registered envelope marked “Cashier, G.P.O.” a copy of the form ‘‘Declaration of Con- 
tents” Form No. 1084, should be prepared in ink and the amount of each remittance enclosed 
entered opposite the name of the account to which the remittance is made. This form will 


then be enclosed in the envelope. Form Declaration of Contents must not be used as a re- 


mittance slip.

There is reason to believe that the Post Office Circular is not being read by officials ot 


the Department. The notice which appeared in the Post Office Circular of the 13th March, 1941, 
page 917, is repeated:— 


“Certain Postmasters continue to make errrors in their work against which they have been 
warned repeatedly in the Post O®fice Circular. From this it would appear that proper attention 
is not being paid to the instructions published from time to time in the Circular. The Post Office 
Cireular is issued fortnightly and used as a means of bringing to the attention of all Postmasters 
certain errors in their work which they should avoid and new instructions which are issued froin 
time to time. If the Circular is not read weekly Postmasters will continue to make these errors. 
and the value of the Circular is lost. Immediately on receipt of the Circular each Postmaster 
should read it through carefully and then pass it to each of his Assistants in turn. Any point in 
doubt should be taken up by letter with Head-Office.

All officials are reminded that a medical certificate must be produced _when_ sick leave’ 
extends beyond four consecutive days. Medical certificates should show the nature of the 
officer’s illness and the probable date of resumption of duty.

Undeliverable Government Cheques 
Postmasters should note that the regulations: governing undeliverable cheques from the 
Department of Finance and the Department cf Public Health and Welfare differ from the 
normal rules relating to re-directed correspondence. Cheques from these Departments when 
undeliverable due to the addressee having removed to a new address must not be re-directed but 
returned to the Department concerned with the new address, if known, on the front of the en- 
velope and returned in a fresh envelope to the D2partment. 
It should be noted that any letter posted by any Government Department and bearing a 
speecial instruction Sor return in case of non-delivery in the settlement of address should be 
dealt with in accordance with this special instruction.

Routing Indicator on Telegrams 

Serious attention is again called to the importance of transmitting the routing indicators 
on telegrams for points outside Newfoundland. The-Department has had frequent complaints 
that telegrams have been incorrectly routed and investigation in most cases has shown that they 
have been due to the indicator having been omitted in transmission. Senders wishes must be car- 
ried out in this respect and, to prevent repetitions of this error, sending operators are directed 
to confirm the routing at the end of a message. Where no routing is specified, telegrams shall 
automatically be routed “Via Commercial,” which is the normal route.

Destruction of Old Telegrams

“over two years old. These instructions were published in the Post Office Circular on page 1615S 
of the 29th August, 1946, and are again repeated.

The United States Secret Service, Treasury Department, has announced the discovery of 
the following counterfeit Federal Reserve Notes in circulation:— 


'. $10.00 Federal Reserve Note. This note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of the 
Ivederal Reserve Bank of New York, N.Y. It bears check letter “I”, face plate number 136, 
back plate number is indistinct, and series 1934. This note is a halftone reproduction printed 
on ganuine ‘paper obtained by bleaching a $1.00 bill, portions of which are still discernible 
On specimen at hand. Treasury seal and serial numbers are printed in faded lignt green. 
The note bears Serial No. B22459056A. 


2. $20.00 Federal Reserve Note. This note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Boston, Mass. It bsars check letter “A”, face plate number 16 or 13, 
back plate No. 306, and series 1934. It is of foreign origin. This note-is a crude production 
printed from photo-etched zinc plates 0% poor workmanship. The Jackson portrait is 
especially bad, with glaring white spotches in the hair, on the nose and around the right eye. 

‘ Although the Treasury seal is printed on green, serial numbers on some notes are black. 

Serial number A14608159A. Makers of this note and their plant were captured in Bucharest, 

Roumania. ; : 


3. $50.00 Federal Reserve Note. This note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, N.Y. It bears check letter.‘“‘A”, face plate number 4, 
back plate number 83, and series 1934. It is of foreign origin. A poor production printed on 
one sheet of fair grade bond paper. Grant’s portrait is particularly poor. On some notes the 

' serial number (B00074502A) is printed in black instead of green. The makers of this counter- 
feit and their plant were captured in Bucharest, Roumania. = = 


4. $50.00 Federql Reserve Note. This note beats a green Treasury seal and the insignia of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, N.Y. lt bears check letter ‘G”, face plate number 4, 
back plate number is missing, and series 1934. It is of foreign origin. This counterfeit is a 
direct photograph which has been tinted pale green-on:the face and a darker green on the 
back. In the facsimile signature 0 Henry Morgénthau, Jr., the nye In’) Henny 1s) badly cis 
torted. Poor photography has destroyed much of the shading in the Grant portrait. The 
makers of this counterfeit were captured in Bucharest, Roumania. 


5. $50.00 Federal Reserve Note. This note bears a green Treasury seal and is of foreign ones : 


It bears check letter “H”’, face plate number 2, back plate number 84, and series 1934. This 
is a fair reproduction which shows evidence of hand work. The small lines and dots in 
“Grant’s” face give the impression of pockmarks instead of the delicate shading found in the 
genuine. The serial number (B00593456A) is unlike the genuine in style. The suffix letter 
“A” is long and narrow with the cross bar almost at the bottom. 


The following counterfeit Silver Certificates have been discovered:— 


1. $1.00 Silver Certificate. This certificate bears a blue Treasury seal and is of foreign origin 
It bears check letter “H”, face plate number 717, no back plate number, and series 1934. 
This note, of fair workmanship, is printed on cheap, soft paper. The note face has a gray 
cast due to poor quality of black ink.

distorted. 


3. $10.00 Silver Certificate. This Certificate bears a blue Treasury seal and is of foreign origin. 
It bears check letter “F” plate number 178 and back plate number 932, and series 1934A. This 
plate is a crude production, printed from pboto-etched zinc plates of poor workmanship. The 


Hamilton portrait has noticeable white splotches in those portions which are shaded in the 
genuine. 


Prohibited Articles for Export 


Many enquiries are received from Postmasters as to the articles which are prohibited for 
export and which therefore may not be included in parcels addressed to places outside Newfound- 
land. For the information of all officials responsible for the acceptance of Parcels the following 
prohibited articles are listed: : - 


FOODSTUFFS ~ :

The exportation of all foodstuffs is prohibited, except under permit from the Depart- 


‘ment of Supply. The exceptions are: 


(a) Products of the Newfoundland Fisheries. The Department of supply does not exercise control 


over such exports. The Newfoundland Fisheries Board is the Jicencing authority. However 


no permits are required for the export of fish foods whether green, prepared, canned ol iE 


preserved, not covered by Licence requirement of the Fisheries Board.

Parcel Post. Instructions — 


The following instructions regarding the Parcel Post Service must be observed by Post- 

‘7 masters:— : = 

(a) Inland Parcel Post: Parcels on which insufficient postage has been paid must not be for- 
warded. They must, instead, be held in the office of posting and the sender notified as to 
the additional postage due. Should the sender decline to pay the additional postage the parcel 
will be returned to him but the postage paid, if any, will not be refunded. In cases where the 
sender is not known insufficiently prepaid parcels must be forwarded to the Parcel Post 
Exchange Office at St. John’s for disposal. - 

Parcels posted in Newfoundland may be re-forwarded to addresses in Newfoundland in 
the same manner and under the same conditions as letters and other items. . 

Any parcel which is received addressed to a person who has left Newioundland, and 
the name and address of the sender are shown on the wrapper must be endorsed “Undelivered 
Party left the Country”, and returned direct to the sender. If the name and address of the 
sender are not known, the same endorsement must be made and the parcel forwarded to the 
Parcel Post Exchange Office, St. John’s, for return to the sender. 

(b) Foreign Parcel Post: Every parcel, when first posted must be fully prepaid. Parcels on 
which insufficient postage has been paid must not be forwarded.

Should any parcel posted abroad be found on receipt in Newfoundland to be short 
paid the deficiency in postage will be charged on it by the receiving office and collected on 
delivery at the office of destination. 

Parcels received from other countries may be: reforwarded to addresses in Newfound- 
land free of charge. : 

Parcels received from other countries may be re-directed to the addressee at another 
address in the country of origin if the person authorizing the re-direction prepays full return

Examination of Telegrams fur Evidence of Transmission

telegrams sent since last inspection bear proper evidence of transmission.

Semi-Annual Statistics 


The Semi-Annual Statistics will be taken in November commencing on the first and 
ending on the 30th. Form 1393 must be used for this purpose and any Postmaster who does 
not receive a supply of these forms nor has a supply on hand should requisition same from the 
Controller of Stores, St. John’s. 


Service with Germany 


Letters; letter packets; commercial papers and samples up to normal international limits 
of weight may be sent to whole of Germany. Registration facilities are not yet available to 
any part of Germany. The enclosures of cheques, drafts, securities or currency is prohibited. 
Dutiable articles may NOT be sent by Ietter post, small quantities of medicine not including 
narcotics, dangerous drugs or penicillin are accepted in letter packages. Lllustrated postcards, 
provided they are not of a profascist or subversive character are accepted. Packets containing 
newspapers, periodicals and books up to a limit of 4 lbs. 6 ozs. may be sent to British and U. S. 
Zones of Germany and British Sections of Berlin only. 

The Parcel Post Service is limited to gift parcels. Both parcels and customs declarations 
must be marked “Gift Parcels.” Books and printed matter of any kind are prohibited as well as 
tobacco in any form. The contents of those parcels must be limited to relief items such as non- 
perishable foods, clothing, medicines or similar articles provided their export from Newfound- 
land is permitted. Not more than one parcel per week may be sent by or on behalf of the same 
_ sender to the same addressee. : _

Revised Rates of Postage for British Forces Overseas.

Packing Regulations for Parcels 


Cases frequently arise of damage to other mails by reason of the insecure packing of cer- 
tain types of parcels. When parcels are handed in at Post Offices for despatch officials shoulda 
insist uoon the following standards of packing and should refuse to accept parcels which, in 
their opinion, will cause damage to other mails. 


Fruit, and more especially soft fruit, such as Partridge Berries or Blue Berries must be so 
packed that the juice cannot exude or serious damage to the mails may result. Metal boxes 
with tightly fitting lids should be used, securely tied with string crossing the lids in two direc- 
tions. No parcels should be accepted which contain soft fruit packed in a chip or wicker basket 
or a cardboard box, or a tin box with a lid that is not both tightly fitting and securely tied. The 
parcel snould be marked “Fruit with care.” 


Liquids. Tins containing liquids must be securely sealed. Tins containing a pint or more 
should be packed in wooden boxes or wicker case. Bottles, containing liquids, must be firmly 
sealed. Each bottle should be wrapped separately and special :

With reference to the notice pub‘tished in tne Post Office Circular of the 13th February, 
1947, at Page 1666, it is to be noted that mail service to Japan has now been extended to in- 
clude the foilowing articles of-printed matter: 

Bibles and all other sacred writings of all religious faiths and sects; and tracts, other 
pamphlets, books, journals and other publications of which at least 50% of the contents are 
devoted to matters generally recognized as religious.

Changes in Design of Canadian Postal Notes for Toronto and London

Postal notes being supplied to the Toronto and London Postage Stamp Depots for dis- 
tribution to Post Offices in these districts will show slight changes in design from the regular 
postal note form, in that the abbreviations “Tor.” and “Lon.” representing the Toronto and 
London depots, respectively, are printed within a rectangle under and slightly to the right of the 
Serial number of the Note. 

Other changes are that in the printed instructions on the note, the word “Stamps” has 
been changed to “Scrip” and the space for the impression of the issuing office date-stamp has 
been made slightly larger by the omission of the rectangle lines and of the continuation of the 
border showing the words “Postal Note” around the space for the stamp. 

The colour of the new note has been changed to black and white, from blue and white.

Customs Declaration Forms 


Postmasters are reminded that all parcels, whether containing dutiable goods or not, and all 
letters and other packets containing dutiable goods, addressed to countries outside of Newfound- 
land must bear Customs Declaration Forms. As almost all classes of goods, including books and 
papers, are dutiable in some countries it is advisable that appropriate declaration forms be affixed 
to all items of mail for foreign’countries except items which contain only written communications. 
Items containing dutiable goods to which a declaration has not been affixed are liable to heavy 
delay in the country of destination. 

The White Parcel Post Customs Declaration is to be used for parcel post items only. The 
green customs sticker is to be used for letters and other articles. 

The attention of the public must be drawn to the foregoing.

A space has -been provided on the Money Order 
form for this specific purpose and it is necessary for Postmasters to show the C.O.D. number. : : 

- It is also noticed that errors are frequently occurring in respect of the payees name on Money : 
Order issued for C.O.D.: For example: On several occasions Money Orders for C.O.D. parcels 
which should have been payable to the Imperial Optical Company have been issued in favour of 
Parker and Monroe Ltd., and in some cases R. H. Trapnell Ltd. There is no excuse for errors of 
this nature and they must be attributed only to carlessness on the part of the officials concerned. 


Greater care must be exercised in the future. Errors of this nature reflects this Department 
in an unfavourable light. . \ :

ACCOUNTANCY 


Counterfeit United States Currency 


The United States Secret Service, Treasury Department, has announced the discovery of the 
following four new counterfeit Federal reserve notes in circulation: 

A new counterfeit $5 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of 
the Federal Reserve Bank-of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter ‘“E”, face plate number 214, back 
plate number 1638, and series 1934 C. This note is of the same workmanship as SS No. 1160, 
1161, 1162. As on the others, the face of this counterfeit is a gray monotone with little contrast. 
Seal and serial number (G2390569 1B) are printed in yellowish-green. On note back the names of 


several States which are visible on the genuine along the top of the Lincoln Memorial cannot be, ~~: 


distinguished on the counterfeit, even under magnification. 

A new counterfeit $10 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of — 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “F”, face plate number 399,. 
back plate number 1177,.and series 1934°C. This note is printed on grayish paper with red ink 
lines simulating the genuine threads. Missing lines in Hamilton’s hair give it an unnaturally 
white appearance. On the back, the lines representing steps to the Treasury Building are missing, 
so'that the area just under the columns at the entrance is solid white, Seal and serial number 
(G59267442C) are in yellowish-green so light that many features of seal cannot be distinguished. 

A new counterfeit $20 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Il. It bears check letter ‘‘D’’, face plate number 95, back 
plate number 521, and series 1934 B. Another note of this type bears check letter “A”; face plate 96 
back plate No. 508. Paper has grayish cast and bears red ink lines in imitation of genuine threads. 
On the back there is practically-no representation of the sky above the White House. Specimens at 
hand carry serial numbers (G06713272B and G06418927B). 

A new counterfeit $50. Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “J”, face plate number 6, back 
plate number 117, and series 1934. The face of this note is a gray monotone, accented by a dirty 
gray tint in the paper itself. Seal and serial numbers are in dull yellow-green so light that it is 
almost impossible to distinguish characteristics in the seal design. On the back, steps under 
columns in center of Capital beneath the dome and at entrance to wing at far left are missing, 
so that white spaces exist where there should be lines representing steps. Serial number of 
specimen at hand is G07293838A, but may vary.

Arrangements have now been completed by the Department to operate an experimental ’.~ 
internal Air Mail Service during the coming Winter months. The area of operation will be the 


Great Northern Peninsula from Cow Head to Cook’s Harbour on the Western Side, and from 
Hampden to Raleigh on the Eastern Side.

The planes will land at suitable points on both coasts of the Peninsula and Post Offices be-

The shortage of mail bags has become acute and all Postmasters are requested to return > 


all surplus mail bags to the General Post Office, St. John’s, by first mail. The need for more mail 


bags at St. John’s is great and unless Postmasters co-operate in returning empties, serious delay 


will be experienced in the despatch of mails. 


It is pointed out that the use of mail bags for other purposes than that for which they are - 
intended is a breach of postal regulations and disciplinary action will be taken against any person 


guilty of this misdemeanour.
